FREE    PUBLIC  LIBRARIES. 


REPORT,  1915-16. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Plymouth. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1916. 

The  total  number  of  Books  now  in  the  Libraries  amounts  to  102,245,  viz.  : — 
Central  Library,  72,839  ;  Devonport  Branch,  29,406  ;  2,689  additions  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  about  2,000  volumes  have  been  replaced  or  rebound. 

The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  library  year  was 
5,851,  viz.  : — Central  Library,  2,759  ;  Stonehouse,  270  ;  Laira,  55  ;  Devonport,  1,726  ; 
St,  Budeaux,  347  ;  and  other  branches,  694. 

The  total  number  of  Books  issued  from  the  Central  and  Branch  Departments 
was  172, 161,  being  a  daily  average  of  558  volumes,  exclusive  of  the  issues  from  the 
School  Libraries,  for  which  no  accurate  figures  can  be  obtained,  but  they  are  roughly 
estimated  at  3,000  issues  per  month.  The  total  issues  for  the  Devonport  (Duke 
Street)  Library  and  Branches  were  165,539  volumes,  being  a  daily  average  of  601 
volumes. 

A  marked  feature  in  the  year's  work  was  the  successful  opening  of  a  New 
Branch  at  St.  George's  Hall,  Stonehouse,  by  the  Kight  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of 
Plymouth  (Alderman  T.  Baker),  who  was  supported  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of 
Mount  Edgcumbe,  Lady  Ernestine  Edgcumbe,  the  late  Sir  Charles  and  Lady  Kadford^ 
and  a  large  attendance  of  Aldermen,  Councillors,  and  others,  who  were  suitably 
entertained  by  the  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Winnicott,  after  the  opening  ceremony. 

The  Stonehouse  Branch  has  proved  a  boon  to  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  ; 
the  News  Room  has  been  well  attended,  and  the  issues  since  the  opening  in  October 
have  amounted  to  3,408  volumes. 

Li  common  with  other  Institutions  of  a  similar  character,  the  issues  show  a  slight 
decrease  on  previous  years,  in  consequence  of  the  War,  shorter  hours,  and  many- 
readers  having  been  called  up  for  Military  Service. 
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The  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures,  held  during  the  winter  months,  proved  highly 
satisfactory,  and  the  attendances  were  larger  than  usual.  A  list  of  the  lectures  and 
subjects  given  will  be  found  in  this  Keport.  The  Committee  beg  to  express  their 
indebtedness  to  the  ladles  and  gentlemen  who  have  assisted  at  these  popular  lectures. 

The  work  of  the  Libraries  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  under  some  diffi- 
culties, owing  to  several  members  of  the  staff  being  absent  on  Military  Service  ;  and 
praise  is  due  to  the  Lady  Assistants  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  are 
temporarily  filling  the  vacancies. 

The  chief  publication  of  the  year  was  the  issue  of  the  Class  G.  Fiction  Catalogue 
of  the  Central  Library  Lending  Department,  including  Devon  and  Cornwall  Tales. 
It  was  w^elcomed  by  the  large  number  of  readers  using  this  class,  the  Lidicator  which 
had  to  be  consulted,  being  without  the  titles  of  the  books.  A  similar  catalogue  is 
being  prepared  at  the  Duke  Street  Library,  Devonport, 

The  continued  improvement  in  the  character  of  Books  selected  for  reading  is 
gratifying.  While  other  classes  have  been  of  the  usual  average,  the  demand  for 
Science,  Industrial  Arts,  History,  and  Travel,  has  increased. 

By  arrangement  with  the  National  Lending  Library  for  the  Blind,  the  loan  was 
continued  of  20  volumes  monthly  in  Braille  Type.  The  total  number  of  volumes 
borrowed  during  the  year  was  441. 

Books  dealing  with  all  Phases  of  the  War  are  being  constantly  added  to  the 
Central  Lending  Library.  These  volumes  are  placed  on  shelves,  from  which 
Borrowers  may  make  their  own  selections.  This  Special  War  Literature  continues  to 
be  much  in  demand. 

IvEFERENCE  LIBRARY  :  The  majority  of  Books  in  this  Department  are  on  open 
shelves,  and  readers  have  free  access  to  the  books.  For  statistics  see  Table  IX.  The 
number  of  volumes  in  the  Central  Beference  Library  is  16,799. 

News  and  Heading  Booms  :  The  collection  of  Newspapers  and  Periodicals, 
provided  in  the  News  and  Magazine  Ilooms,  continues  to  attract  large  numbers  daily. 
The  selection  is  a  representative  one,  and  is  much  appreciated. 

Many  of  the  old  Magazines  and  Illustrated  Papers  have  been  sent  to  the  Borough 
A.sylum,  various  Hospitals  in  the  town,  and  to  Soldiers  and  Sailors  on  Active  Service. 

Statistical  Tables,  List  of  Donors,  and  List  of  Periodicals  provided,  are  herewith 
appended. 

The  (Jommittee  are  pleased  to  record  their  satisfaction  with  the  way  in  which 
the  wf<rk  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Librarians  and  their  Staffs,  in  the  difficult 
circumetauceB  of  the  year.

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PLYMOUTH    SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 


The  following  regulations  are  iu  force  for  the  luanageuiout  of  School  Ijibraries : — 

(a)  The  Principal  Teachers  are  held  responsible  for  the  proper  cataloguing,  issuing, 
collecting,  and  exchanging  of  the  books  for  their  respective  departments,  but  may 
delegate  the  work  of  registration,  etc.,  to  an  Assistant  Teacher,  or  arrange  for  the  work 
to  be  done  iu  rotation  by  all  the  Assistants  in  the  School. 

(b)  On  the  receipt,  return,  or  transfer  of  books  from  the  Free  Library,  each  book  shall  be 
entered  ou  the  School  Catalogue  in  the  Form  determined. 

(c)  A  record  shall  be  kept  in  the  "  Lending  Book  "  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
children  making  use  of  the  Library,  and  the  date  and  number  of  each  book  taken  out 
or  returned.    Only  one  work  at  a  time  shall  be  taken  by  the  same  child. 

(d)  The  whole  of  the  children,  whose  names  appear  on  the  Admission  Eegister  of  the 
Department,  and  who  are  working  in  or  above  Standard  III.,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Library.  The  Principal  Teacher  may,  however,  have  the  right  of  with- 
holding books  from  those  who  are  known  to  have  wilfully  or  carelessly  damaged  or 
injured  any  of  the  books  taken  out  of  the  said  Libraries. 

(e)  A  specified  time  in  each  week,  most  convenient  to  each  particular  School,  shall  be  fixed 

for  the  issue  and  collection  of  Books,  which  shall  apply  to  all  children  referred  to  iu 
Section  D,  and  such  times  shall  be  inserted  on  the  labels  affixed  to  the  books,  and  shall 
be  exhibited  on  a  card  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  Schoolroom. 

(/)  A  list  or  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  School,  lent  by  the  Library  Committee,  shall  be 
hung  in  the  School,  where  it  can  be  easily  seen  and  referred  to  by  the  children. 

(g)  Each  set  of  books  at  certain  periods  shall  be  returned  direct  to  the  Free  Library  ;  books 
worn  out  or  otherwise  unfit  for  circulation  being  replaced  by  new  copies  or  other  works 
when  deemed  desirable.  Any  School  Library  may,  however,  be  retained  for  a  further 
term,  if  so  desired  by  the  Principal  Teachers. 

(h)  All  books  in  circulation,  with  the  remaining  portion  of  the  School  Library  not  in 
circulation,  shall  be  collected  together  at  the  School  for  inspection  twice  in  each  year, 
immediately  before  the  Summer  and  Winter  Holidays,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Librarian. 

(i)  The  General  Rules  of  the  Free  Library  Committee  shall,  as  far  as  applicable,  be 

observed,  and  the  Teachers  shall  make  such  periodical  returns  as  the  Librarian  may 
require.

REPORT,  1916-17. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borouyh  of  Plymouth. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  the  Free  PubHc  Libraries  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their 
Report  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1917. 

Mr.  Wellington,  who  had  acted  as  Librarian-in-charge  since  the  death  of 
Mr.  VV.  H.  K  Wright,  was  called  up  for  active  service  early  in  the  year,  and 
it  therefore  became  necessary  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  Librarian.  To  this 
office  Mr.  E.  Allinson-James  was  elected  for  the  period  of  the  war ;  and  the  new 
Librarian  took  up  office  on  March  1st  of  this  year. 

The  total  number  of  Books  now  in  the  joint  Libraries  amounts  to  100,204. 
The  Central  Library  has  73,669  volumes,  Devonport,  26,535.  1,334  additions  have 
been  made  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  Library  year 
(31st  March),  was  6,840,  viz.  :— at  the  Central  Library,  3,321  ;  Devonport,  1,903  ; 
Stonehouse,  421  ;  Laira,  161  ;  St.  Budeaux,  378  ;  and  the  other  branches,  650.  This 
shows  the  substantial  increase  of  732  Tickets  over  the  number  given  in  the  last  Report. 

A  study  of  the  figures  and  subjects  recorded  in  Table  I.  (Additions  to  the 
Library)  will  show  that  the  Book  Selection  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the 
requirements  and  tastes  of  all  classes  of  readers,  and  have  made  every  effort  to  meet 
the  varied  wishes  of  borrowers. 

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  Students'  tickets.  We  wish  to 
point  out  that  all  borrowers  have  the  privilege  of  obtaining  a  Student's  ticket  in 
addition  to  the  ordinary  ticket.  The  Student's  ticket  enables  the  borrower  to  take  out 
two  books  at  a  time  instead  of  one,  and  to  keep  books  for  ten  days  instead  of  seven. 
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The  total  issue  of  books  in  the  Lending  Department  of  the  Central  Library- 
has  amounted  to  106,229  :  the  daily  average  has  been  361.  In  the  Reference 
Library  the  total  issue  has  been  60,460  :  the  daily  average  205.  But  it  must  be 
pointed  out  that  with  regard  to  the  Reference  Room  these  figures  do  not  represent 
the  total  of  books  consulted,  readers  having  free  access  to  the  bookshelves. 

.  A  steadily  increasing  number  of  persons  make  use  of  the  Libraries  in  all 
their  departments. 

The  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Rutter  in  April  last,  left 
the  Devonport  Library  without  a  Librarian.  Mr.  Dunn,  who  had  previously  been 
in  charge  of  the  St.  Budeaux  Branch,  has  now  temporary  charge  of  the  Devonport 
Library. 

Since  the  Amalgamation  of  the  Three  Towns,  the  Devonport,  Stonehouse,  and 
subsidiary  Libraries  have  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Central  Library. 

During  the  Winter  Session  the  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures  were  held  as 
usual ;  and  Fortnightly  Lectures  on  a  variety  of  literary  subjects  were  given  by 
various  ladies  and  gentlemen.  A  detailed  list  of  the  lectures  and  their  subjects 
will  be  found  elsewhere.  The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  great  indebtedness 
to  the  various  lecturers  who  so  kindly  gave  their  services. 

A  commencement  has  been  made  in  the  much  needed  re-arrangement,  classification, 
and  cataloguing  of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Room.  Hitherto,  for  various  reasons, 
there  has  been  a  certain  absence  of  exact  classification.  It  is  now  proposed  that 
each  alcove  shall  be  distinguished  by  a  letter,  and  each  bookcase  will  be  numbered. 
A  commencement  has  been  made  on  alcove  A,  which  now  contains,  solely,  books  of 
interest  to  collectors — works  on  the  Fine  arts,  biographies  of  Artists,  books  on 
Architecture  and  allied  subjects.  Further  sections  of  the  books  will  be  dealt  with 
as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  thought  that  a  more  exact  classification,  and  the  forming 
of  a  new  catalogue,  cajinot  fail  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  many  readers 
using  the  ileference  Room.

REPORT,  1917-18. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Plymouth. 
Gentlemen, 

We  beg  to  present  the  Report  of  the  Free  Library  Committee  for  the  year 
1917-18,  this  being  the  41st  Report  since  the  opening  of  the  Library  in  1876. 

During  tlie  past  twelves  months  the  much  needed  rearrangement  and  classification 
of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Library  has  been  completed.  Temporary  typed  lists 
have  been  placed  beside  each  Alcove,  and  it  is  nt)W  possible  for  readers  to  find  for 
themselves  any  volume  they  may  require. 

If  the  public  could  be  induced  to  replace  the  books  on  the  shelf  from  which  they 
have  taken  them  in  the  exact  order  of  the  number  on  the  back  of  each  volume,  it 
would  greatly  assist  the  Staff  in  keeping  the  books  of  reference  in  a  proper  state  of 
order.  We  hope  the  public  will  gradually  learn  the  necessity  of  this  and  act 
accordingly,  as  it  is  obviously  to  their  own  advantage  if  they  do  so. 

A  very  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Reference  Library  is  apparent.  We 
regard  this  as  particularly  satisfactory,  as  it  shows  that  the  possession  by  the  town  of 
this  valuable  collection  of  books  of  reference  is  becoming  more  widely  known  and 
increasingly  appreciated. 
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A  section  of  the  Reference  Library  is  about  to  be  set  aside  for  a  collection  of 
books  upon  Scientific  subjects,  i.e.  : — 

Shipbuilding. 

Chemistry  (Organic  and  Inorganic). 

Engineering  (Marine  and  other  branches). 

Geology. 

Physics. 

Electricity. 

Metallurgy. 

Agriculture  and  Fruit  Culture. 

The  total  number  of  Books  now  in  the  Library  and  Branches  amount  to  100,127. 

The  Central  Library  has  73,645,  the  Devonport  and  Branches  36,482. 
747  additions  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  large  increase  in  Class  L.  (Books  upon  Devon  and  Cornwall)  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  considerable  number  of  local  tracts,  etc.,  have  been  recently  added  to 
books  already  in  the  possession  of  the  Library. 

A  rearrangement  and  classification  of  the  Devon  and  Cornwall  Library  is  being 
undertaken. 

The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  Library  year,  31st 
March,  was  : —

This  shows  a  suljstantial  increase  of  1918  Tickets  over  the  numbers  given  in  the 
last  Report. 

A  study  of  the  figures  and  subjects  recorded  in  Table  I — Additions  to  the 
Library — show  that  the  Book  Selection  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the 
requirements  and  tastes  of  all  clasjses  of  readers,  and  have  made  every  effort  to  meet 
the  varied  wishes  of  })orrowers.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
demand  for  Students'  Tickets. 

.Ml  Students  hav(!  tlie  privilege  of  obl,;iiniuL'"  a  Students'  Ticket  in  addition  to 
tli<^  ordinary  ticket. 
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The  Stiulont's  Ticket  en.iUle  the  horrower  to  take  out  two  books  at  a  time 
instead  of  one,  ami  to  keep  books  for  ten  days  instead  of  seven . 

The  total  issue  of  Hooks  in  the  Lending  Department  of  the  Central  Library  has 
amounted  to  105,135. 

The  total  issue  of  Books  from  the  Lending  Departments  of  the  combined 
Libraries  amount  to  140/288.     The  daily  average  has  been  460  Volumes. 

In  the  Reference  Library  the  total  issue  has  been  60,968,  with  a  daily  average 
of  203. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  with  regard  to  the  Eeference  Room  these  figures  do 
not  t'"ive  the  total  of  books  consulted,  readers  having  free  access  to  all  bookshelves. 

A  steadily  increasing  immber  of  persons  make  use  of  the  Libraries  in  all 
Departments. 

A  great  number  of  requests  have  been  received  during  the  past  year  for  books 
and  magazines  from  Superintendents  of  Hospitals,  Y.M.C.A.  Huts,  the  County 
Asylum,  and  other  Institutions. 

Books  have  been  supplied  to  the  Air  Station  at  Batten,  to  Munition  Works,  to 
several  Schools,  and  to  the  Boys'  Home,  Woodside.  Gifts  of  Magazines,  Illustrated 
Periodicals  and  Newspapers  have  been  made  to  the  Emmanuel  Hut,  the  Y.M.C.A., 
the  Seamen's  Bethel,  and  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  at  Blackadon. 

In  consequence  of  defacements  of  some  of  the  Books  in  the  Reference  Library 
(especially  volumes  on  Art),  the  Committee  have  regretfully  found  it  necessary  to 
discontinue  the  privilege  (formerly  extended  to  some  readers)  of  borrowing  books 
therefrom. 

During  the  Winter  Session  the  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures  were  held  as 
usual.    The  general  attendances  were  excellent.

REPORT,  1918-19. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Plymouth. 
Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Forty-second  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Free 
Library  Committee,  being  that  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1919. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  in  the  year's  work  is  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  books  issued  from  the  Lending  Departments.    The  figures  are  for  the

making  a  total  issue  of  249,270  books,  an  increase  of  108,982  on  the  previous  year. 
The  daily  average  has  been  853  Volumes. 

In  the  Reference  Libraries  the  total  issue  has  been  86,636,  with  a  daily  average 
of  285.    These  figures  also  show  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in  force  for  the  year  was  as  follows  :

These  figures  show  an  increase  of  929  over  the  number  of  Borrowers'  Tickets  in 
force  in  the  previous  year. 

No  estimate  of  the  work  of  a  Library  can  be  based  entirely  on  statistics  and 
issues.  Nevertheless,  figures  are  some  test  of  tlie  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
Library's  activities,  whilst  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  actual  exchange  of 
books  is  only  a  fractional  part  of  the  work. 

The  supply  of  new  books  and  replacements  has  not  been  maintained  at  a 
standard  desirable  for  a  large  Public  Library,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  work  a  Library 
to  the  best  advantage  on  old  stock. 

The  work  of  the  Book  Selection  Sub-Committee  has  been  much  hampered  by 
want  of  funds,  the  expenditure  being  limited  to  a  penny  rate.  As  a  consequence, 
only  503  books  have  been  purchased  during  the  year  for  all  departments,  and,  owing 
to  increasing  cost,  the  dijBficulty  is  likely  to  be  more  serious  during  the  coming  year. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  National  Librar}?^  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Committee 
of  the  Plymouth  Blind  Institute,  Braille  Books  are  provided,  and  are  much 
appreciated  by  the  Blind. 

There  are  at  present  about  2,500  books,  chiefly  stories  for  children  and  other 
fiction,  on  loan  to  Corporation  Schools.  The  wear  and  tear  and  the  losses  on  these 
much-used  books  are  very  considerable,  and  the  Committee  are  calling  them  in  for 
the  purpose  of  reorganizing  the  Juvenile  Section  of  the  Librar}^  and  increasing  its 
usefulness. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committee  extended  the  Open  Access  System  to  the 
Fiction  Section  of  the  Lending  Dejiartment  at  the  Central  Library.  An  unused 
corner  of  the  Reading  Room  was  taken  into  the  Library  to  afford  the  necessary 
additional  space,  and  an  alphabetical  arrangement  of  books  by  Authors  was  made. 
The  Committee  believe  tliat  this  new  departure  is  much  appreciated,  as  Borrowers 
now  have  open  access  to  every  section  of  the  Library. 
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Presentations  of  Magazines  and  Illustrated  Papers  have  been  made  to  Military 
Hospitals,  tlie  Royal  Air  Force,  the  Y.M. C.A. ,  Didworthy  Sanatorium,  Plymouth 
Borough  Asylum,  Stonehouse  Workhouse,  Seamen's  Bethel  Mission,  and  other 
Bodies.  Loans  of  Books  have  been  made  to  Military  Hospitals  and  to  American 
Troops  and  Nurses,  and  cordial  letters  of  thanks  have  been  received  from  Officers  in 
command  of  Units,  as  well  as  from  the  Garrison  Commander,  Major-General  Sir 
V.  A.  Couper,  k..c.b.,  for  the  services  rendered. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  loss,  by  death,  of  a  valuable  member  of  the 
Committee — Mr.  T.  P.  Treglohan — during  the  year.  The  vacancy  was  filled 
by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Preb.  S.  Gordon  Ponsonby. 

The  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures,  arranged  for  the  Winter  Session,  were  more 
numerous  than  usual.  On  some  occasions  the  Lecture  Hall  proved  too  small  for 
the  audiences,  and  the  general  attendances  w^ere  good.  A  list  of  the  Lectures 
given  will  be  found  on  the  next  page.

REPORT,  1919-20. 


To  thr  Mayor,  Aldtrmen,  and  Councillors  of  the.  County  Borough  of  Plymovth. 
Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Forty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Free 
Library  Committee.  It  contains  some  interesting  features  and  statements,  which  the 
Committee  commends  to  your  notice. 

Tlie  increase  in  the  number  of  books  issued  from  the  Lending  Departments,  which 
was  noticeable  in  the  last  Report,  has  been  more  than  maintained.  The  short 
Summary  of  Statistics  given  at  the  close  of  this  Report,sho\vs  an  increase  of  issues  from 
the  Lending  Department  of  46,292  for  the  year. 

This  is  the  first  complete  year  in  which  Borrowers  have  had  access  to  all  books 
in  the  Central  Library,  and  your  Committee  is  satisfied  with  the  result,  and  arrange- 
ments are  being  made  to  adopt  the  open  access  system  at  the  Devonport  Library. 
The  room  will  have  to  be  replanned,  but  the  benefit  to  Borrowers  will  amply 
justify  the  outlay. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  from  Students  for  the  best  works  in  History  and 
Biography,  and  no  fewer  than  eight  thousand  issues  were  made  from  these  classes 
from  the  Central  Library  during  the  past  year.    Second  and  sometimes  third  copies 
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have  been  wanted,  in  order  that  a  Borrower  may  not  be  deprived  for  a  considerable 
time  from  studying  works  too  expensive  to  buy  and  too  important  to  miss.  Additions 
have  also  been  made  to  the  Scientific  Sections  of  the  Library,  but  more  books  should 
be  purchased  as  soon  as  funds  will  permit. 

The  books  on  loan  to  the  Corporation  Schools  have  been  called  in  and  only  three 
hundred  books  re-issued.  Your  Committee  understands  that  a  scheme  is  being 
prepared  by  the  Education  Committee,  in  which  it  hopes  to  assist.  There  is  a 
growing  feeling  that  every  School  should  have  its  own  Library.  Practically  every 
School  in  America  has  its  own  Library,  and  France,  behind  this  country  in  the 
provision  of  Public  Libraries,  is  far  in  advance  in  the  provision  of  School  Libraries. 
In  1902,  France  had  43,411  such  Libraries,  possessing  seven  million  books. 

Your  Committee  recognises  that  a  Children's  Library  must  receive  its  earnest 
attention  in  the  near  future.  There  is  an  increasing  need  in  largely  populated  Urban 
Districts  for  a  separate  room  for  children,  supplied  with  Papers  and  Magazines  and 
containing  Peference  books  suitable  for  children.  From  this  room  all  lending  issues 
should  be  made.  The  issue  of  books  for  last  year  from  the  Juvenile  Section  of  the 
Plymouth  CentraljiLibraiy  was  about  thirteen  thousand. 

Issues  of  Fiction  usually  form  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  total  issues  from 
any  Public  Library,  and  Plymouth  is  uo  exception.  Your  Committee  considers  that, 
whilst  the  demand  for  Fiction  should  be  adequately  met,  it  is  no  less  essential  that 
the  more  permanent  and  expensive  books  needed  by  the  Student  and  the  book 
lover,  should  be  made  readily  available. 

The  success  which  attended  the  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures,  arranged  for  the 
Winter  Session,  was  very  gratifying.  This  Course  of  Lectures  has  now  become  a 
recognised  part  of  the  Educational  Life  of  the  Town,  and  there  is  ample  evidence  of  the 
appreciation  by  the  public  of  the  Committee's  efforts  in  this  direction.  A  list  of 
the  Lectures  will  be  found  on  the  next  page.

REPORT,  1920-21. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Plymouth. 
Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Forty -fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Free 
Library  Committee.  It  is  the  first  report  of  a  complete  year  under  the  Libraries' 
Act  of  December,  1919,  under  which  the  usefulness  of  Free  Public  Libraries  is 
capable  of  considerable  development. 

The  year  has  been  chiefly  one  of  rehabilitation.  Since  1914  there  has  been  an 
annual  depletion  of  the  stock  of  books.  Additions  to  the  Library  have  not  kept 
pace  with  the  wear  and  tear  of  a  lending  issue  alwaj^s  exceeding  a  quarter  of  a 
million  per  annum.  The  renewals  are  now  gradually  overtaking  the  number  of 
books  annually  worn  out  and  condemned. 

The  record  of  the  year's  work  is  satisfactory.  The  issues  of  books  from  the 
Lending  Departments  were  298,427,  and  from  the  Eeference  Departmments  78,534. 
Borrowers"  Tickets  issued  for  the  year  were  9525,  against  a  previous  record  of  871 1. 

The  Devonport  Library  has  been  under  extensive  alteration  during  the  year, 
in  order  to  adapt  it  to  the  Open-Access  System.  Plans  and  estimates  were  passed 
at  the  June  Committee,  and  the  Library  was  closed  for  several  weeks  to  enable 
these  alterations  to  be  carried  out.  The  Book  Fixtures  were  re-arranged,  new 
fixtures  added,  and  a  new  sj'stem  of  lighting  and  heating  installed. 
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These  alterations  have  added  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  borrowers,  to  the 
usefulness  of  the  Library,  and  have  met  with  very  general  expressions  of  approval. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  generosity  of  many  donors  to  the 
Library  during  the  year.  A  bequest  of  a  complete  set  of  the  Hakluyt  Society's 
publications  and  other  works,  by  the  late  Miss  M.  L.  Moxon,  of  New  Milton,  and  a 
gift  of  a  complete  set  of  "  The  Ibis"  and  other  works,  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Moxon,  formed 
a  very  valuable  addition  of  nearly  three  hundred  volumes  to  the  Reference 
Departments. 

Loans  of  books,  and  also  many  gifts  of  magazines  and  papers,  have  been  made 
to  several  institutions,  which  have  proved  useful  and  been  thankfully  acknowledged. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Rider,  who,  for  a 
number  of  years  gave  valuable  assistance  to  the  work  of  the  Library,  especially  as 
a  member  of  the  Book  Selection  Committee. 

The  Lecture  Hall  has  been  used  on  many  occasions  for  public  meetings  of  an 
educational  character,  in  accord  with  the  objects  of  the  Library. 

The  Winter  Series  of  Saturday  Afternoon  Lectures  proved  exceptionally 
successful  ;  the  Hall,  on  many  occasions,  being  too  small  to  accommodate  all  who 
wished  to  attend.  The  Committee  are  grateful  to  the  Lecturers  and  Chairmen  who 
gave  their  services  and  time  to  this  work,  many  of  whom  travelled  long  distances 
for  the  purpose.  The  appreciation  of  this  educational  work  shown  by  the  public  is 
very  gratifying.    A  list  of  the  Lectures  is  given  on  the  following  page.

REPORT,  1921-22. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  County  Borough  of  Plymouth, 


Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Forty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Free 
Library  Committee,  showing  the  position  of  the  Library  on  March  31st,  1922,  and 
its  work  for  the  year  ending  on  that  date. 

The  year  was  one  of  further  recovery  from  war  conditions,  and  a  record  year  for 
work. 

The  Library  now  contains  64,346  books  and  7,454  pamphlets,  distributed 
at  the  Central  Library,  the  Devon  port  Library,  and  the  Branches.  The  counted 
issues  from  the  Lending  Departments  were  337,319,  an  increase  of  over  thirty-eight 
thousand  on  the  previous  year.  The  estimated  issues  from  the  Reference  Depart- 
ments were  85,466,  an  increase  of  about  seven  thousand.  The  Borrowers'  Tickets 
issued  for  the  year  were  10,056,  against  a  previous  record  of  9525. 

Presentations  to  the  Library  were  not  as  numerous  as  in  the  previous 
year,  but  gifts  have  been  received  from  The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum, 
The  Viscountess  Astor,  m.p.,  Messrs.  F.  W.  Chapman,  Coryndon  Matthews, 
H.  B.  S.  Wodehouse,  and  many  others.  All  such  gifts  the  Committee  gratefully 
acknowledge.

Painting  and  repairs  to  the  exterior  of  the  Central  Library  have  been  carried 
out,  and  similar  work  to  the  exterior  of  the  Devonport  Library  is  now  in  hand. 
Restoration  and  decoration  of  the  interior  of  both  Libraries  are  necessary,  and  will 
be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible.
